The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  prepared  a scheme  for  the 
oonstruotlon  of  a new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  with  provision  for  dealing 
with  trade  effluents  from  the  two  skin^dressing  factories  in  the 
Borough  and  negotiations  are  taking  place  with  the  owners  of  the 
factories  as  to  financial  arrangements  and  other  details,  both  of  the 
firms  oonoemed  having  agreed  to  the  scheme  in  prinalple. 


The  following  works  wore  put  In  hand  during  the  year:-  , 

(1)  The  re-laying  of  a section  of  the  main  sewer  in  Benedict  St, to 
prevent  flooding,  (2)  the  layiiig  of  a new  sewer  from  the  Windmill 
Hill  housing  site  and  (3)  remedial  works  at  Horthload  Bridge  pumping 
station.

(c)  General  Observations. 

Since  the  War,  up  to  the  end  of  1948 > ^ total  of  47  new  dwellings 
have  "been  conqpleted  hy  the  Local  Authority,  17  "by  Private  Enterprise, 
and  7 units  of  accommodation  have  heen  provided  hy  conversion  or 
adaptation,  ma.king  provision  for  Jl  families  in  all. 

Whilst  this  building  has  gone  a long  way  towards  abating  serious 
statutory  overcrowding,  there  are  still  many  instances  of  bad 
overc2?owding  on  bedrocm  ’standard  and  of  more  than  one  family  living  in 
small  houses  with  consequent  friction  and  dissatisfaction. 

Before  1939  there  were  known  to  be  at  least  60  houses  fit  only 
for  demolition  and  nearly  all  of  these  are  still  occupied.  In  spite 
of  the  new  houses  built  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  Housing 
Oomraittee’s  list  continues  to  grow, and  it  may  confidently  be  said 
that  the  present  rate  of  building  is  lagging  behind  the  demand,  rather 
than  overtaking  arrears  due  to  the  cevssation  of  building  during  the 
war  years.
